Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  24,  chapter  3,  of  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Institutions  is  respectfully  submitted  for  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1921. 

This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  Boston  In¬ 
firmary  Department,  Children’s  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment,  Institutions  Registration  Department,  and  the 
Penal  Institutions  Department  from  February  1,  1920, 
to  September  29,  1920,  on  which  date  the  consolidation 
of  departments  authorized  by  the  Legislature  (chapter 
222,  Special  Acts  of  1919)  and  by  the  City  Council 
(Ordinance  of  1920)  became  effective,  and  a  Department 
of  Institutions  was  created  with  the  control  of  the  several 
departments  mentioned  above  vested  in  a  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Institutions. 

On  September  29,  1920,  Thomas  C.  O’Brien  qualified 
*  as  commissioner,  and  on  November  20,  1920,  Miss 
Margaret  Foley,  appointed  by  your  Honor,  deputy 
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commissioner,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Child  Welfare 
Division.  The  Institutions  Department,  organized  dur¬ 
ing  the  month  of  October  in  four  divisions  —  Central 
Office,  Child  Welfare,  Infirmary,  and  Penal  —  was 
furnished  with  commodious  quarters  on  the  eighth  floor 
of  City  Hall  Annex,  where  the  Central  Office  force, 
with  the  exception  of  the  office  where  persons  are  regis¬ 
tered  for  admission  to  institutions,  is  comfortably 
accommodated. 

Child  Welfare  Division. 

The  Child  Welfare  Division,  which  succeeded  to  the 
duties  of  the  Children’s  Institutions  Department,  is 
concerned  with  the  care  of  the  delinquent,  neglected,  and 
dependent  children  of  the  city.  It  controlled  the 
Suffolk  School  for  Boys  up  to  the  time  of  its  abandon¬ 
ment,  and  now  has  supervision  of  the  boys  paroled  from 
that  institution.  It  receives  delinquents  committed 
from  the  courts,  places  them  in  suitable  homes,  and 
supervises  their  actions.  By  far  its  most  important 
duty  is  the  placing  of  neglected  and  dependent  children 
in  boarding  homes. 

During  the  year  this  division  cared  for  1,704  children, 
— 1,251  neglected  and  dependent  children  and  453 
juvenile  offenders.  Of  this  number  168  dependent 
children  and  23  neglected  children  were  received  during 
the  past  year.  The  children  classified  as  dependent 
are  those  children  who  are  either  without  parents  or  are 
the  children  of  parents  who  for  various  reasons  are 
temporarily  unable  to  care  for  them.  The  neglected 
children  are  received  from  the  courts, —  the  result  of 
broken  homes  or  improper  environment. 

All  children  admitted  are  given  a  thorough  medical 
examination  by  the  division’s  physician,  supplied  with 
suitable  clothing,  and  placed  in  private  homes,  inspected 
and  approved  by  skilled  field  agents.  Great  care  is 
exercised  in  the  selection  of  these  boarding  homes,  which 
are  located  in  every  section  of  the  state,  as  near  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  churches  and  schools.  Children  are  placed  in 
the  homes  of  co-religionists  in  every  instance. 

The  agents  of  the  division,  six  in  number,  three  of 
whom  are  registered  nurses,  visit  the  homes  of  the  children 
at  least  once  in  two  months,  at  which  time  the  physi¬ 
cal  condition  of  the  children  is  inquired  into,  their  cloth¬ 
ing  inspected,  church  and  school  attendance  looked 
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after,  and  suggestions  for  the  well  being  of  the  children 
made.  The  delinquent  and  the  dependent  boys  above 
the  age  of  twelve  are  visited  by  the  male  agents. 

The  city  pays  for  the  education,  board,  and  clothing 
of  these  children,  except  in  a  few  instances,  where  people 
have  become  so  attached  to  the  children  that  free  homes 
are  afforded.  Medical  attention  for  the  children  is  also 
furnished  by  the  city,  and  the  various  clinics  in  the 
several  hospitals  in  Boston  are  utilized  by  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Among  the  institutions  which  have  rendered 
valuable  aid  in  the  care  of  the  division’s  children  are 
the  Forsyth  Dental  School,  Boston  Dispensary,  Boston 
City  Hospital,  Long  Island  Hospital,  Floating  Hospital, 
Children’s  Hospital,  Infants’  Hospital,  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary, 
Tufts  Dental  School  and  Harvard  Dental  School. 

Because  of  the  abandonment  of  the  Suffolk  School 
for  Boys  the  activities  of  the  Child  Welfare  Division 
will  be  less  devoted  to  the  delinquent  as  time  goes  on, 
and  its  important  field  will  be  with  the  neglected  and 
dependent  child. 

Boston  was  one  of  the  first  communities  to  provide 
separate  institutional  care  for  the  delinquent  boy.  In 
1826,  it  established  a  House  of  Employment  and  Re¬ 
formation  of  Juvenile  Offenders,  which  functioned  under 
that  name  until  1901,  when  the  name  was  changed  to 
the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys.  In  1895,  the  school  was 
removed  from  Deer  Island  to  Rainsford  Island  because 
of  the  close  proximity  of  the  school  at  that  time  to  the 
prison  for  adult  offenders.  Since  1898,  in  practically 
every  report  of  the  Trustees  for  Children,  conditions  at 
the  Suffolk  School  have  been  condemned.  Chapter  359 
of  the  Acts  of  1901  authorized  the  City  Treasurer,  upon 
the  acceptance  of  the  act  by  the  City  Council,  to  issue 
bonds  for  $300,000  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings 
on  the  mainland  for  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys.  This 
act  was  never  accepted.  The  Finance  Commission 
since  1911  has  consistently  urged  that  the  school  be 
closed  and  that  the  care  of  Boston’s  juvenile  delinquents 
be  entrusted  to  the  state.  An  investigating  committee 
of  the  City  Council,  a  special  commissioner  appointed 
by  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  some  of  your  predecessors, 
have  likewise  condemned  the  location  and  equipment 
of  the  school  without  result. 

From  the  moment,  in  December,  1919,  when  your 
Honor  definitely  decided  that  the  Suffolk  School  for 
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Boys  should  be  abandoned  and  rescinded  contracts  for 
additional  buildings,  until  its  closing  in  December, 
1920,  there  was  much  hostility  to  the  plan.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  however  that  the  best  interest  of  the  delinquent 
boys  of  the  city  will  be  served  by  your  action. 

No  legislation  was  found  necessary  to  effect  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  school.  Under  the  authority  vested  in  it  by 
chapter  182,  Acts  of  1826,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Children’s  Institutions  Department  voted,  in  February, 
1920,  to  restrict  commitments  to  the  Suffolk  School  for 
Boys  and  notified  the  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  the 
county  that  no  further  commitments  were  to  be  made 
without  the  assent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  By  thus 
restricting  commitments  and  by  the  parole  of  deserving 
cases,  the  number  was  so  reduced  that  on  December  1, 
1920,  but  50  inmates  remained,  who,  before  Christmas 
were  paroled  to  go  to  their  homes  and  the  school  closed. 

Hereafter  juvenile  delinquents  will  be  committed  to 
the  state  training  schools  and  the  few  school  offenders, 
failures  of  the  disciplinary  day  schools,  with  which  the 
Suffolk  School  has  dealt  since  the  abandonment  of  the 
Parental  School  in  1915,  may  be  now  committed  under 
the  provision  of  chapter  173,  General  Acts  of  1921,  to 
the  Middlesex  County  Training  School. 

The  commitment  of  juvenile  offenders  to  the  state 
institutions  affords  a  much  greater  opportunity  for  self 
improvement  to  those  boys  unfortunate  enough  to  need 
institutional  care,  and  at  a  lower  per  capita  cost  to  the 
community.  There  will  be  an  initial  saving  to  the  city 
of  $150,000,  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  new  build¬ 
ings,  and  during  successive  years  a  saving  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  annual  cost  of  $85,000. 

A  word  of  commendation  is  due  Mr.  Ryan,  who 
served  as  superintendent  of  the  school  for  nine  years, 
and  to  his  successor,  Albert  L.  Shaughnessey,  who 
conducted  the  school  from  May,  1920  until  its  closing. 
Both  of  these  gentlemen  and  their  loyal  co-workers, 
though  hampered  by  lack  of  equipment,  gave  the  best 
that  was  in  them  to  the  boy  offender  and  not  a  few 
young  men  are  the  beneficiaries  of  their  kindly  interest. 


Infirmary  DmsiON. 

In  its  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1920,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Infirmary  Department 
directed  your  Honor’s  attention  to  the  shortage  of  help 
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at  Long  Island,  the  depletion  of  the  nursing  force  and 
the  general  deterioration  of  the  physical  equipment  of 
the  institution. 

The  trustees’  investigation  into  conditions  at  the 
Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital,  begun  immediately 
upon  organization  as  a  board  on  January  19,  1920,  was 
continued  during  the  months  of  February  and  March 
and  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  superintendent  and 
certain  subordinate  officers  for  inefficiency.  On  May 
21,  1920,  John  J.  Ryan,  Superintendent  of  the  Suffolk 
School  for  Boys,  was  made  acting  superintendent  of  the 
Long  Island  institution  and  its  rehabilitation  begun. 
At  the  time  the  board  was  abolished,  in  September,  1920, 
some  few  fruits  of  its  earnest  work  could  be  seen.  The 
plans  formulated  by  it  have  been  carefully  carried  out 
since  September,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  institution  is  well 
on  the  way  to  a  recovery  of  public  confidence. 

On  February  1,  1920,  there  were  5  doctors,  19  atten¬ 
dants,  39  nurses,  and  57  employees  at  the  Boston  Alms¬ 
house  and  Hospital,  a  wholly  inadequate  force  to 
properly  care  for  an  institution  of  its  size.  The  type  of 
person  committed  to  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospi¬ 
tal  during  the  past  two  years  has  differed  radically  from 
the  type  of  some  few  years  ago,  when  many  were  physi¬ 
cally  able  to  do  light  work  and  were  employed  in  the 
upkeep  of  the  institution.  Conditions  are  now  such 
that  the  institution  is  in  fact  a  hospital  with  an  out¬ 
patient  department  of  infirm  old  men  and  women,  in¬ 
mates  of  the  almshouse  section  who  must  be  provided 
with  extra  care  and  attention.  To  insure  proper  per¬ 
sonal  care  the  personnel  has  been  so  increased  that  on 
February  1,  1921,  there  were  6  doctors,  40  attendants, 
38  nurses,  and  88  employees. 

Neglect  was  not  confined  to  persons.  The  wharves 
were  in  a  dangerous  condition,  the  buildings  in  poor  re¬ 
pair,  the  interior  telephones  out  of  service  and  practi¬ 
cally  no  precaution  taken  against  fire.  The  watchman 
clock  system,  installed  at  a  considerable  expense  to  the 
city,  had  never  been  used,  nor  were  there  any  night- 
watchmen  on  the  island  and  a  serious  condition  existed 
in  the  way  of  fire  hazard.  Work  is  now  under  way 
upon  the  installation  of  automatic  sprinkler  equipment 
and  fire  alarms,  for  which  the  City  Council  has  appro¬ 
priated  $105,000.  Repairs  are  being  made  to  wharves, 
and  numerous  supplementary  appropriations  granted 
during  the  year,  have  made  it  possible  to  greatly  improve 
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the  care  and  comfort  of  the  inmates  and  bring  the  phy¬ 
sical  equipment  to  a  reasonable  state  of  repair.  Ceilings 
in  the  several  wards  and  private  rooms  have  been  re¬ 
newed;  extensive  plastering  has  been  done  throughout 
the  buildings;  grounds,  trees  and  shrubs  cared  for; 
gutters  dug  out;  roads  resurfaced;  steam  plant  over¬ 
hauled,  and  repairs  made  to  the  ice  making  machine. 

The  so-called  “ dungeon’ J  in  an  unheated  basement  of 
the  administration  building,  a  'room  without  proper 
light  and  ventilation,  heretofore  used  as  a  smoking- 
room,  has  been  abandoned  and  a  comfortable,  well- 
lighted  smoking  room,  floored  with  fireproof  material, 
properly  equipped  with  tables  and  chairs,  has  been 
provided  under  the  west  wing  of  the  administration 
building. 

A  practise  was  begun  in  August,  which  has  proved 
most  beneficial,  of  making  a  thorough  physical  examina¬ 
tion  of  all  persons  committed,  including  a  routine  blood 
examination  and  urine  analysis.  Those  committed  are 
then  detained  in  an  observation  ward  for  a  period  of  one 
week,  from  which  no  discharge  is  made  to  the  hospital 
or  almshouse,  except  upon  an  order  from  a  member  of 
the  visiting  medical  staff. 

Since  March,  because  of  the  low  population  at  the 
hospital  at  Deer  Island,  inmates  of  the  House  or  Correc¬ 
tion  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  have  been  cared  for 
at  Long  Island.  This  plan  has  added  some  acute  work 
to  the  hospital.  Another  addition  to  its  functions  has 
been  the  care  of  voluntary  drug  patients,  received  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  City  Council.  The  plan  of  thus  car¬ 
ing  for  voluntary  patients  has  not  proved  successful. 
Just  so  soon  as  a  patient  feels  that  he  no  longer  has  an 
acute  desire  for  the  drug,  he  is  anxious  to  get  back  into 
the  community  and  cannot  be  kept  at  the  institution 
against  his  will.  If  a  more  or  less  permanent  cure  is  to 
be  accomplished,  drug  patients  must  have  custodial 
care.  The  Norfolk  State  Hospital,  at  which  voluntary 
patients  were  received  and  to  which  court  cases  were 
referred,  is  being  used  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
the  care  of  disabled  soldiers.  The  plan  of  receiving 
voluntary  patients  at  Tewksbury  has  not  worked  out 
successfully,  and  it  is  strongly  felt  that  the  state  should 
prepare  some  real  program  for  the  care  of  inebriates  and 
drug  addicts. 

The  co-operation  of  the  visiting  medical  staff  was 
early  secured  by  the  trustees,  and  an  average  of  fifteen 
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visits  by  members  of  the  staff  has  been  made  each 
month.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  the  removal 
of  tubercular  patients  to  Mattapan,  as  suggested  by  the 
special  committee  on  hospitals,  appointed  by  your 
Honor  in  December,  1919,  was  accomplished  during  the 
months  of  February  and  March. 

The  problem  of  securing  proper  pupil  nurses  for  the 
training  school  has  been  given  much  consideration. 
Because  of  the  war  and  the  vast  absorption  by  war  in¬ 
dustries  of  female  help  at  high  wages,  the  nursing  pro¬ 
fession  has  suffered  throughout  the  country.  At  Long 
Island  there  were  graduated  but  12  pupil  nurses  in  June 
of  last  year,  while  only  11  pupil  nurses  were  enrolled. 
This  depletion  in  the  number  of  nurses  has  made  it 
necessary  to  employ  a  larger  number  of  attendants  to 
care  for  the  patients.  The  number  of  head  nurses  has 
been  increased  during  the  year  from  13  to  23,  and  their 
salaries  increased  three  times  to  the  present  rate  of  $900 
per  annum.  The  salaries  of  the  pupil  nurses  have  in¬ 
creased  from  $120  to  $300  per  annum  and  they  are 
furnished  with  uniforms.  It  is  hoped  that  within  the 
coming  year  the  number  of  pupil  nurses  may  gradually 
increase  and  that  the  training  school  at  Long  Island 
may  regain  its  prestige  of  some  years  ago. 

Probably  no  single  service  in  the  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment  is  more  important  than  that  of  the  social  worker 
with  the  illegitimate  pregnancies.  These  unmarried 
mothers  require  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  visitor.  Home  conditions  are  investigated, 
prosecutions  begun  against  reputed  fathers,  and  the 
young  mother  and  child  readjusted  into  the  community 
just  as  soon  as  further  institution  treatment  is  unneces¬ 
sary.  Another  group  of  women,  which  affords  a  social 
problem  requiring  attention,  is  the  group  afflicted  with 
venereal  disease  and  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 
Patients  of  this  type  are  kept  at  Long  Island  until  danger 
of  contagion  or  infection  is  passed,  and  upon  discharge 
are  cared  for  and  their  conduct  supervised  by  the  social 
worker. 


Penal  Division. 

The  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  is  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions.  On 
February  1,  1920,  the  total  population  of  the  institution 
was  187,  of  which  2  were  women.  In  September,  1919, 
the  few  male  prisoners  on  Deer  Island  were  removed 
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from  the  Old  Prison  to  the  Women’s  Prison,  which  had 
been  but  recently  vacated  by  the  navy.  During  the 
war  the  navy  had  used  the  women’s  institution  for  de¬ 
tention  barracks,  and  female  inmates  of  the  House  of 
Correction  were  housed  in  the  hospital  wards  near  the 
Winthrop  shore. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  nearly  as  many 
matrons  as  there  were  female  inmates.  It  was  decided, 
therefore,  that  the  women  be  transferred  to  Boston  Jail 
and  the  courts  requested  to  make  no  further  commit¬ 
ments  of  female  offenders  to  the  House  of  Correction. 
The  few  remaining  women  were  transferred  to  the  Jail 
on  February  10,  and  since  that  date  no  female  inmates 
have  been  received.  The  matrons  were  transferred  to 
positions  at  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital. 

The  House  of  Correction  has  presented  a  complicated 
problem  dqring  the  past  year.  It  has  been  more  or  less 
the  storm  center  of  agitation  of  state  control  of  county 
penal  institutions.  The  Finance  Commission  has  recom¬ 
mended  its  abandonment  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Correction  its  purchase  as  a  State  Prison.  Pending 
definite  action,  either  on  the  question  of  its  purchase  by 
the  state,  or  on  the  question  of  state  control,  costly 
repairs  to  the  sea  wall,  buildings,  and  wharves  should  be 
deferred. 

On  January  3,  1920,  a  large  number  of  communists, 
detained  by  the  Department  of  Justice,  were  taken  to 
Deer  Island  and  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Penal  In¬ 
stitutions  Department.  The  total  number  received  and 
cared  for  was  433,  of  which  14  were  women.  Hearings 
were  granted  the  detentioners,  and  they  were  discharged 
gradually,  until  none  remained  in  June.  In  October, 
34  men  who  had  been  detained  in  New  York  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Deer  Island  and  housed  there  until  deportation 
on  February  1,  1921.  For  board  and  lodging  of  political 
prisoners  from  January  3  to  date  the  city  has  received 
$19,204.70. 

In  previous  years  one  of  the  difficulties  confronting 
administrators  of  penal  institutions  was  the  proper 
employment  of  the  large  number  of  inmates.  The 
difficulty  presented  by  the  present  low  population  and 
by  the  general  unfitness  of  the  men  confined  is  to  make 
a  proper  assignment  of  inmates  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  immense  amount  of  work  to  be  done. 

The  activities  of  the  House  of  Correction  have  con¬ 
sisted  for  the  most  part  in  “ keeping  house.”  It  has 
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been  possible  to  employ  not  more  than  an  average  of  20 
on  industries  in  the  sewing  room,  shoe  repairing  shop, 
laundry,  and  printing  shop.  As  stated  above,  the  fiscal 
year  opened  with  a  male  population  of  185.  This  num¬ 
ber  decreased  gradually,  reaching  the  low  water  mark  in 
October,  when  less  than  130  prisoners  were  serving 
sentence.  Of  this  number  an  average  of  10  men  were 
detailed  to  the  Long  Island  institution,  where  they  did 
splendid  work  in  cleaning  up  the  grounds,  transporting 
coal,  and  doing  rough  repair  work.  It  was  possible  also 
to  paint  the  steamers  “ Monitor’ 7  and  “ Hibbard’ ’  by 
means  of  inmate  labor,  to  roof,  repair,  and  paint  Eastern 
Avenue  Wharf,  and  renovate  the  detention  rooms.  The 
renovation  of  the  bakery,  contracted  for  by  the  previous 
commissioner,  was  completed  in  April,  and  an  electric 
bread  mixer  installed. 

The  farm  during  the  year  has  not  been  what  might 
be  called  a  success.  A  small  quantity  of  potatoes  were 
raised  and  sufficient  root  crops  to  take  care  of  the  stock. 
The  piggery  continues  to  flourish,  and  furnishes  pork  for 
use  at  Long  Island  as  well  as  the  House  of  Correction. 
At  a  Holstein  disbursal  sale,  held  at  Worcester  in  April, 
9  cows  were  purchased,  of  advanced  registry  stock  of 
milk-producing  cattle.  This  purchase  marked  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  thoroughbred  Holstein  herd. 

The  night  classes  under  the  direction  of  Air.  Shaugh- 
nessey  and  Air.  Anderson  have  been  very  successful. 
Inmates  without  a  grammar  school  education  are  ex¬ 
pected  and  illiterates  required  to  attend  the  school  of 
letters.  A  consideration,  at  the  time  of  an  inmate’s 
hearing  for  parole,  of  his  record  of  attendance  at  school 
and  religious  services,  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the 
number  attending  church  service  and  also  in  the  daily 
school  attendance. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  as  usual,  the  Catholic 
and  Protestant  services  being  held  each  Sunday,  and  the 
Jewish  services  twice  a  month. 

During  the  year,  one  motion  picture  each  week  has  been 
given  in  the  chapel.  The  inmates  put  on  a  minstrel 
show  in  January,  which  was  much  appreciated  by  em¬ 
ployees  and  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correction  and  by 
the  inmates  of  the  Long  Island  institution,  for  whom  it 
was  later  repeated.  During  the  summer  months  ball 
games  were  held  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons. 

With  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  women  to  be  cared 
for,  it  has  been  possible  to  utilize  the  services  of  the 
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female  parole  agent  for  important  work  in  connection 
with  the  families  of  inmates.  A  home  department, 
similar  to  that  in  operation  at  the  State  Department  of 
Correction,  has  been  established  and  its  duties  have  been 
to  make  the  necessary  contacts  for  relief  in  cases  where 
men  with  dependents  are  taken  from  their  homes.  A 
report,  sent  to  the  office  from  the  institution  immediately 
upon  a  man’s  commitment,  informing  the  agent  of  the 
family  condition,  is  immediately  investigated,  and  much 
suffering  on  the  part  of  the  innocent  dependent  obviated. 
Greater  care  is  taken  in  the  investigation  of  criminal 
records  and  social  conditions  of  all  inmates  than  hereto¬ 
fore.  An  agent  now  devotes  his  entire  time  to  this 
important  work. 

It  is  felt  that  the  few  months  which  have  elapsed  since 
the  consolidation  of  departments  have  demonstrated  the 
fact  that  a  desirable  co-ordination  has  been  secured, 
which  results  in  helpful  co-operation.  Your  Honor’s 
interest,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  City  Council  are 
appreciated,  without  which  it  would  have  been  impos¬ 
sible  to  have  made  the  progress,  which  it  is  agreed  has 
been  made  at  the  island  institutions  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  next  annual  report  will 
record  the  completion  of  the  many  tasks  just  begun,  and 
a  progress  of  which  the  City  may  be  proud.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF 
OF  THE  LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Boston,  February  1,  1921. 
To  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions: 

The  situation  at  Long  Island  from  the  medical  stand¬ 
point  does  not  differ  materially  from  year  to  year.  In 
many  respects  the  efficiency  of  the  institution  has  un¬ 
doubtedly  improved.  Its  equipment  is  entirely  suffi¬ 
cient  for  excellent  medical  and  surgical  work.  The 
laboratories  are  adequate,  the  X-Ray  equipment  is 
modern,  and  the  instruction  wards  with  the  recent  addi¬ 
tions  are  satisfactory  for  their  purpose. 

In  spite  of  these  obvious  facts  it  is  difficult  to  main¬ 
tain  the  enthusiasm  necessary  for  consistent  and  pro¬ 
gressive  work  on  the  part  of  those  connected  with  the 
hospital  in  a  medical  capacity.  The  stimulus  of  frequent 
visits,  so  useful  for  house  physicians  and  house  officers, 
is  not  forthcoming  for  the  reason  so  often  pointed  out 
that  the  difficulty  of  reaching  the  Island,  the  inadequacy 
of  transportation  facilities,  and  the  necessary  time  con¬ 
sumed  is  practically  prohibitive  for  men  engaged  in 
active  practice  on  the  main  land.  Without  the  stimulus 
of  older  men,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  younger 
medical  officers  can  show  the  initiative  and  accomplish¬ 
ment  which  might  otherwise  be  possible.  It  would  be 
to  the  obvious  advantage  of  the  hospital  were  it  possible 
for  constant  and  frequent  visits  to  be  made  by  members 
of  the  visiting  staff. 

Herein  lies  one  of  the  greatest  problems  connected 
with  this  institution  on  its  medical  side  as  has  been  amply 
demonstrated  in  the  many  years  during  which  the  in¬ 
stitution  has  been  established  on  its  present  basis.  At 
a  meeting  held  at  Long  Island  during  the  winter,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Institutions,  the  unanimous  opinion  was  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  visiting  medical  staff  that  the  usefulness 
of  the  hospital  would  be  very  greatly  enhanced  could  it 
be  removed  to  the  main  land.  The  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  this  change  are  sufficiently  manifest  but  it  may 
be  said  with  assurance  that  the  complete  usefulness  of

the  institution  as  a  means  primarily  of  caring  for  the 
sick  and  in  the  second  place,  of  encouraging  investiga¬ 
tion  and  research  in  the  problems  which  this  institution 
particularly  presents,  can  never  be  attained  until  facility 
of  communication  and  constant  visits  are  possible. 
Neither  of  these  can  be  attained  if  the  institution  remains 
on  an  island  at  so  considerable  a  distance  from  the  city. 
We,  therefore,  again  feel  called  upon  to  urge  that  in  the 
future,  if  not  at  present,  the  plan  already  outlined  may  be 
seriously  considered  to  the  end  that  a  completely  useful 
institution  for  chronic  disease  be  ultimately  established 
for  the  city.  Whether  in  connection  with  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  as  its  chronic  department  or  independently 
is  a  matter  for  the  future  to  decide. 

It  is  needless  to  reiterate  the  loss  to  medicine  and 
progress  which  the  failure  to  make  complete  use  of  such 
a  chronic  hospital  entails.  Much  of  the  best  work  in 
Philadelphia,  for  example,  not  to  mention  many  other 
cities  both  here  and  abroad,  has  been  possible  through 
the  proximity  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  great  city 
almshouse  hospital.  It  should  be  the  endeavor  of  all 
those  interested  in  the  same  problem  in  Boston  that,  so 
far  as  possible,  a  similar  arrangement  be  established 
here.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  the  work  at  the  hospital 
has  been  on  the  whole  fairly  satisfactory. 

The  introduction  of  women  house  officers  has  been 
successful  and  the  patients  have  received  careful  atten¬ 
tion  at  the  hands  of  the  resident  medical  officers  and  of 
the  nurses  whose  task  in  some  respects  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  imaginable. 

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Hugo  Mella  as  neurologist 
to  the  hospital  has  resulted  in  the  accomplishment  of 
much  excellent  work  in  this  Department  of  Medicine. 
He  has  made  several  visits  a  week,  has  studied  with 
great  care  the  cases,  performed  certain  tests  hitherto  not 
used  at  the  hospital  and  instructed  both  the  house 
officers  and  nurses  in  matters  relating  to  the  nervous 
system. 

The  visiting  staff  feels  a  very  deep  gratitude  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Institutions  who  has  understood  the 
problem  and  done  all  in  his  power  to  foster  and  encourage 
better  medical  work.
